London, Aug. 12, 


‘A worldwide rise in the general 
levid'6£; wholesule prices is most 
desirable, declares a atatement, on 
the monetary and financial ques- 
tion, issued by the Im 
Serence at Ottawa. 


The evil of falling prices must,, 


suys the statement, be attucked by 
Government and individual action 
in all ‘ity causes, political, 
economle, financial and monetary, 


The , Governments represented 

at the Conference are convinced 
* that international action is urgent- 
ly necessary to deal with the pro- 
biem in its ‘widest aspect, and 
desire to co-operate with other 
nations in any practicable mea- 
sures for raising wholesale prices. 


BRITISH ATTITUDE 


The Conference welcomes the 
statement of the Chancellor of. the 
Exchequer, Mr. Neville Chamber- 
luin, expressing the desire of His 
Majesty's Government to see 
wholesale prices rise, and declar- 
ing that “the best — condition 
therefor will be a rise in yold 
prices,” adding that “the absence 
of acrise’in gold prices inevitably 
limits what can obe. done for 
sterling.” 


Mr, Chamberlain's 
proceeds that “a rise in prices 
cannot be effected by monetary 
action, since various other factors 
which have ‘combined to bring 
about the present depression must 
also be modified or removed. but 
His Majesty's Government —re- 
coguises that an ample supply of 
short-term money at low rates may 
have a valuable influence, and is 
confident that the efforts which 
have successfully. brought about 
the present fayeurable monetary 
conditions. can and will be con- 
tinued,” ae 


LOW INTEREST RATES. 


The Conference recommends .the 
other. Commonwealth countries re- 
presented at Otttawa to act in con- 
formity with the policy outlined by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, as 
far os les in their power, “> 

In the monetary sphere, the 

‘primary Hine .of action towards a 
wise in pricéa should be the crea- 

tion and maintenance, within the 
limita of sound finance, of vondi- 
tions which will assist In the revival 
and enterprise: of trade, including 
‘low rates of intorest and an abun- 
dance of short-term money.

WORLD CONFERENCE. 


The Committee which has been 
studying financial and monetary 
questions refrains from . making 
any recommendation in regurd to 
the restoration of 2 satisfactory 
international monetary standard in 
view of the fuet that the question 
will shortly be discussed at an in- 
ternational economic conference. 

At the same time, the Committee 
is of opinion that the most im- 
portant conditions precedent to 
the re-establishment of any inter- 
national monetary standard are a 
rice in the weneral level of com- 
modity prices in various countries 
to a height more in keeping with 
the level of costs, including the 
burden of debts and other fixed 
and semi-fixed charges, 


INTERNATIONAL 
CO-OPERATION. 


The return also demands the ad- 


justment of the factors, lpolitical, 
economic, financial and monetary, 
Which caused the breakdown of 
the gold standard in many: coun- 
tries and which, if left unadjusted 
will inevitably lead tg- another 
breakdown, whatever international 
atandard is adopted, ; 

The Conference is also of the 
opinion .that it is. most important

to the- future working of any in- 
ternational standard that interna- 
tional co-operation should be se- 
eured. and maintained. with a view 
to ‘avoiding, gs far as is practi-. 
cable, wide fluctuations in the 
purchasing power of ‘the  stand- 
ards of value. .

- These valuations are the meth- 
eds by which you can appraise 
the number of Probable Tricks in 
support of partnor’s bid. They 
should be memorized. .

Card Tricks, Low-Card Tricks, 
and Ruffing values, having the re- 
quired support for the bid suit,

The first raise may be given 
with neutral trumps support, 
should the ‘hand contain no other 
sound declaration, 

In raising an opening bid of one 
to two, the supporting hand should 
contain at least one (1) High- 
Card Trick or there should be at 
least three and one-half (314) 
Probable Tricks in the hand, It is 
conceded that one (1) Probable 
Trick wil] be developed in the play, 
by Declarer and Dummy, invisible 
in any method of valuation. This 
trick may be developed in many 
ways, probably in one -of th 
following situations: 

(a) An opening lead advan- 
tageous to the Declarer; 

(b) A successful single or dou- 
ble finesse; 


(c) The lead of an Ace, pro- 


moting the King to a full trick in 
either hand; 

(d) A long suit may be estab- 
lished in one hand, on which the 
other may be discarded, 

To appraise the hand for an as- 
sist of an opening No-Trump Bid 
of one is essentially simple, be- 
cause a raise is determined by a 
definite and fixed total count in 
the combined partnership hands. 

It is an‘established fact that— 

(a) A total count of 22 (using 
the 4-3-2-1 count) in_ the two 
hands usually will produce eight 
(8) tricks at No Trump. 

(b) And a total count of 24, in 
the two hands, in almost every 
case will produce nine (9) tricks 
at No Trump, ‘ :

Hence the assisting hand is on- 
ly concerned with the total count 
in the two hands, and to arrive 
at such a'total, he calculates the 
‘count in the original bidder’s 
hand, a8 indicated by his position 
at the table, and the count in his 
own hand. The requirements 
governing original bids of one No 
Trump are: 


- Dealer, 13 Count. 
Second Hand, 12 Count, 
Third Hand, 14 Count. 
Fourth Hand, 15 Count. 


Therefore, it follows ’that in 
-order to raise the bid of one No 
‘Trump to two, the partner requires 
a count to bring the total to 22, 
remembering what position at the 
table his partner was when naking 
his original bid. 

To jump the opening one No 
Trump to three No Trump reauires 
a total count of 24 in the two 
hands, therefore, the -agsisting 
hand, to jump from one to three, 
must contain the followiny count: 

Partner of Dealee,.11 Count. 

_ Partner of Second Hand, 12 
Count, . 

Partner of Third Hand, 10 
Count. 

Partner of ‘Fourth Hand, 9 
Count. 

These are the.minimums: 

Important: In counting his 
hand for an assist, the player 
should value a five-card suit, head- 
ed by an Ace, King or Queen as 
follows: : 

A five-card suit headed by 3 top 
honors, 3 Count. 

A five-card suit headed hy 2 
top honours, 2 Count. 

A five-card suit headed by 1 
top honour, 1 Count. ; 

This count is in addition to the 
value of the Ace (4), King (3), 
and Queen (2). : 

When a defensive Overcnl| has 

been made in a suit and partner 
contemplates assisting this bid, 
he needs only one-half (14) Prob- 
able Trick in excess of require- 
ments for assisting the original 
suit bid to raise. 
. In assisting an Offensive Over- 
Call, when made to the left of the 
origingl bidder, 2. player can es- 
timate that his partner will be 
able to win a minimum of six 
Probable Tricks and he, there- 
fore, bids accordingly. 

When, after an original bid of 
one, followed by two ‘passes, 
fourth hand. makes an offensive 
overenll, his partner, in assisting, 
may assume that the fourth hand 
player will be able to win Six 
Probable Tricks. -*

The Kellogg 
Pact is a very brief document of 
three articles. .The first article 
condemns recourse to wur for the 
solution of international contro- 
versies and renounces it as an in- 
strument of national policy; the 
second contains an agreement by 
the contracting parties that the 
settlement or solution of all dis- 
putes, of avhatever nature or 
origin, shall ‘never. be sought: ex- 
cept by pacific means: while the 
third deals with the method of 
ratification. In un explanatory 
Note, however, Mr. Kellogg point- 
ed out that nothing in the Pact 
impaired the rights of self-de- 
fence, every nation being compe- 
tent to decide where the circum- 
stances required recourse to’ war 
in self-defence. In, short, the 
Pact was merely o declaration by 
its signatories outlawing, war; it 
provided no machinery for diécus- 
‘sion or consultation either when 
there was a threat of ‘its princi- 
ples being violated, or when these 
principles had- actually

OIL-DRIVEN BUSES. 


—— 


Manchester Corpora- 
tion’s Experience. 


The working of Manchester's 
24 oil-driven buses ix discussed by 
Mr, R, Stuart Pileher, the general 
manager of the Corporation Tram- 
sport Department in the Bus ‘and 
Conch, ‘The first bus was put in- 
to service on Dec. 12, 1940, and by 
the beginning of this year had 
covered over 45,000 miles, so that 
Mr. Stuart Pilcher has now plenty 
of date on which to found a con. 
sidered judgment. 


“The buses,” he writes, “are be- 
ing used on the longest all-day 
services, which average 202 miles 
per day, so that under these condi- 
tions the severest test is being 
mado on the. vehicles.” 


The oil engine gives yood pull- 
ing power at low speeds, so that 
it is possible to drop to a very low 
road speed in trafic and: then ac. 
celerate without changing down to 
a lower gear. This, Mr. Pileher 
points out, means much to a driver 
who may have to change gear us 
often as 160 times in a journey of 
35 minutes--this number of year 
changes was actually counted on 
several journeys on one -route, 


“There is also a very consider- 
able economy in fuel consumption, 
and saving over a petrol-engined 
bus works out at practically 2d. 
per mile. The of] engines are also 
compnratively free from the dan- 
ger of fire, and Mr. Pilcher says 
that he has little doubt that the 
cost of fire insurance will be sub- 


staintially reduced in the near fue].

“Althouddi! the technique of 
driving; oan oil-enyined bus” is

' BRISBANE. 


Australian’s Long 
Motor ‘Trip. 

When he arrived in Brisbane on 
Sunday, June 5, Mr. J. J. Cadden 
completed a journey of 3,650 miles 
from Perth in his Vauxhall car. 
Mr. Cadden travelled alone. 

Mr. Cadden left Perth on Mon- 
day, May 16, and proceeding via 
Northam, Southern Cross-Coolgar- 
die, Norseman, Bellodonia sheep 
station, Cocklebiddy, Mun- 
derabilla station, Nullarbor, Pen- 
ony, SVudinna, Port Augusta, ur- 
rived aut Adelaide on’ Saturday, 
May 28,-after-a journey of 1,780 
miles, : 
“The country between Norseman 
and Penong, 778 miles, is a lonely 
stretch, entirely free of any popu- 
lation, with the exception of the 
sheep stations at Bellodonia, Mun- 
derabilla, and Nullabor, and a

STEADY ACCELERA- 
' TION. 


A development of the steam tur- 
hine and the fluid flywheel has 
recently been produced in England, 
and has emerged successfully from 
{nitial rond tests. The fluid fly- 
wheel is merely an automatic clutch 
driving through a gear box in the 
ordinary way, ‘but the new device 
~known as the Vickers-Conts tor- 
que converter—acts as an_ in- 
finitely variable gear, thus dispens- 
ing with.the gear-box. 


_ The device works on hydraulic 
principles, and consists of three 
main members. “The drive com- 
ponent acts as a centrifugal pump, 
and causes Hquid to impinge 
agninst ‘blades on a second mem-. 
ber connected to the propeller 
shaft. : : 


A series of pivoted blades secur- 
ed to 9 fixed sleeve comprise the 
third member. The ‘blades control 
the path of the liquid through the 
vanes on the second (or driven) 
member. As the blades pivot au- 
tomatically, they ensure that the 
angle is always correct for the 
power being transmitted. 


A steady acceleration is provid- 
ed, and tests on gradients of up to 
1. 'in 6% have shown that tho 
eoneertey sets Itself exnetly to the 
ond. :

The last 
lap on Sunday, June 5, was from 
Uralla to Brisbane, a ‘distance of 
411 miles. The, total trip of 3,650 
miles was-completed in 20 days, 
an average of 182 miles per day. 

The Vauxhall car pave ‘no trou- 
ble whatever, and Mr. Cadden 
stated that, except for replenish- 
ing oil and petrol, the bonnet was 
not lifted during the whole of the 
trip. It is interesting to note the 
petro] consumption, which was 147 
gallons for the total distance of 
3,650 miles, averaging approxim- 
ately-26 miles per gallon. 

Mr, Cadden. is a civil engincer 
by profession and {gs well known 
in the rifle shooting world, having 
won the King’s. Prize in Brisbane 
on ‘two occusions and the Long- 
fleld Aggregate in Sydney. At 
Bisley, England, Mr. Cadden ob- 
tained second place, thus winning 
the “Silver Cross.”

THE QUEST OF MRS. VICTOR BRUCE. 


Last week-end Reuter cabled the 
aews that Mrs. Victor Bruce had 
set out (or up) with the dvowed 
intention of surpassing the record 
set by the Hunter Brothers in the 
United States, who remained alott 
for no less than 23 days: in an 
xeroplane, The intrepid British 
airwoman . proclaimed her inter- 
tion of staying up for no less than 
a month, and an elaborate plan for 
refuclling = re-victualling — her 
machine was announced. .

Still More to Learn, Says Sir Malcolm 
~ Campbell. 


ec SS, 


If there is one question about 


‘| motoring which [ have to answer 


more frequently than any other, It 
js that of whether or not racing 
any longer serves a useful pur- 
pose. 


As often as not the questioner 
supplies his own answer by add- 
ing that racing has by now yield- 
ed all its lessons and that the de- 
signer and the manufacturer 
would be better employed in the 
development of the standard pro- 
duction. 


There has never been a time in 
my experience of motoring and 
motor-cars when this question was 
not asked and answered in the 
same way. At no stage in the de- 
velopment of the cur that I can re- 
member have [ not heard: that 
there was no more need for racing, 
because all its Iessons had been 


Jicarnt and all that remained was 


properly to apply them to touring-. 
ear practice. . 


More than twenty years ago, for 
instance, our own governing body, 
acting under advice from the Bri- 
tish motor trade, actually dropped 
all its racing programmes and -put 
u ban upon the promotion of races 
by all other bodies. Only the 
track events at Brooklands were 
excepted, That racing no longer 
served any useful purpose was not 
the only reason given for this ne- 
tion, but that was apart of the 
anti-racing propaganda: of — the 
day. 


Stagnition. 


Those who professed this point. 
of view declared that what were 
in those days known as reliability 
trials were of infinitely more use 
than racing, since they were re- 
stricted to standard curs as sold 
to the public, and were calculated 
to give to the purchaser exactly 
the information he needed to ‘en- 
able him to separate the sheep 
from the gonts. Truly a counsel 
of stagnation! ‘ 


Then came the war, which was 
the greatest of all reliability trials 
for-the motor-car. That taught 
us a lot, Lhough the lessons it cor- 
veyed had very little effect on de- 
sign or in increasing the efficiency 
ejther of the motor itself or of the 
vehicle as a whole. The war's in- 
fluence on the motor-car. was miain- 
ly ‘produced through. the lessons 
learnt in the air, 


Acro-motors underwent an enor- 
mous improvement, and 2 few of 
the lessons thus learnt were em- 
bodied in the design of the car 
engine. But for several years 
after the war the motor-car show- 
ed very little advance, and it was 
not until racing, particularly road- 
racing, was resumed and special 
types of cars evolved to take part 
that design began materially to 
progress again. Sinee then the 
record has been one of continuous 
advanee in design and in all-round 
efficiency. 7 


Ten Years’ Advance. 


‘Types have been evolved for 
everyday use which are almost un- 
belicveably in advance of those of 
even ten years ago, I am certain 
that the new motorist of‘ to-day 
has no, conception of how much 
better a car he is buying than was 
available a decade ago. 


Ten years ago, for example, the 
old Two Hundred Miles race for 
1¥%4-litre curs was well won at a 
speed of about 87 miles an hour. 
That we thought a marvellous per- 
formance by engines of such small 
dimensions. To-day one might 
have a hope of winning with a ar 
which would keep up a steady 12) 
miles an hour. How long would it 
have taken to achieve the same 
progress in any other way than bv 
racing? 
vould not have been done. 


{t may be asked what good it is 
that u 1%-ltre car can _be mace 
to travel at more than 120 mites 
an hour—speed far, in. excess of 
that required on’ the roads, ‘The 
reply is that the 1-litre car of 
commerce will not. reach anything 
like that speed, but that it’ cm- 
bodies in its dosign and construc- 
tion many of the lessons lIearnt in 
making its racing prototype into 
the flying vehicle we know on the 
track and in’ the classic road 
races. 


And not only docs it embody’ 
those lessons In what I may call 
active shape, but not less valu- 
able js the fact that its designer 
has learnt, also, what to” leave, 
out, with the result that the buy- 
er of the motor-car of to-day. is 
getting a car which, in addition to 
Its qualities of speed and efficiency, 
{s almost uncannily. dependable 
when judged by the standards of 
the past. And its cost of upkeep 
has been stendily reduced.

finitely within the reach of the 
million. I refer to the typo known 
as the “baby” car. 


The First “Baby.” 


‘It is truo that cven before the 
war we had it with us, as, for cx- 
ample, the Baby Peugeot, which 
was, I think, the firat attempt to 
produce a tiny car for'the man of 
limited means. It waa 4 good 
littlo cnr, but, compared with cirs 
of the same size to-day, it would 
seem a joke. 


It was a worthy effort to meet a 
want, and showed more than a 
little forc-sight, but, In the state 
of engineering knowledge at the 
time it was produced, it was far 
behind that of to-day. Racing 
had not taught us how to get renl 
power out of small dimensions.

Not only has racing given us 
engines. of super-efficiency, en- 
gines that convert every atom of 
fucl into useful power, but it has 
taught the designer how to, get the 
maximum ‘amount of the power 
thus generated down to the point 
at which it is wanted—the road 
wheels. 


It is of no avail to get the last 
heat unit out of the fuel fed to 
the cylinders if we are to lose it 
in overcoming frictional and other 
losses. between ungine and road. 
Nor does it serve any useful end 
to generate power merely to push 
alony several hundredweights of 
redundant wood and metal. 


One of the most useful results 
of racing: has been the tremendous 
increase of the power to weight 
ratio, As new methods of designs 
have resulted in the power yen- 
crated in motors of a given dimen- 
sion being enormously increased, 
so the use of special steels and the 
inereased employment of-the light 
alloys have enabled weisht to be 


reduced. * This, I submit, Is al- 
most ontirely duc to racing and the 
.easons learned therefrom, 


More to Learn. 


It remains to ask whether we 
have learned all we can from rae 
ing on rond and track. The an- 
awer must be “No.” I would ‘not 
go 80 far as to say that we can 
achfove as great an ‘advance ‘in the 
next ten years as we have in the 
past, but I maintain that there 
are still many things we do not 
know about the car and its.me- 
chanism, and which can be cleared 
up only under the terrific stresses 
of racing the completed machine. 


I supposo the designer of thirty 
yeara osfo imagined that he had 
not much more to learn about his 
job. It is obvious that he did, or 
he would have produced something 
different from the car of 1902, with 
its enormously heavy components, 
its high centre of gravity, and its 
slow-running, unbalanced engine 
with pistons the size of stable 
buckets. , 


It was racing that taught him 
he did not know as much ag he 
had thought, and it was racing 
that enabled him , to test new 
theories and rew methods. ‘And, 
after thirty yenrs of progress and 
improvement, it ia still pertinent 
to ask whether we know all that Is 
to be. known, or whether those of 
us who may be alive thirty years 
hence will wonder why we were

might never seo the light of day. 
In a racing machino all these 
theories and ideas can be tried, and 
if they fail tho reputation of the 
standard production docs’ not 
suffer, : 

For these reasons I should like 
to see un return td building special - 
racing cars for the big events, re~ 
versing the policy which has vir- 
tually restricted these big races 
;to the standard car modified for 
, the occasion. A ‘ ‘ 
| I know that times are hard and 
that racing cars cost endless 
moncy to build, but the policy of 
building them has succeeded in 
the past, and I believe it would 
have an equally profound effect.

CONSTITUTIONAL DAY 
CELEBRATED: 


Berlin, Aug. 12. ' 

Threuts ‘by the Nazis to inter- 
fere with yesterday's observanco 
of the thirteenth anniversary | of 
the Republican Constitution did 
not materialise, and the  celebra- 
tions passed off quietly. : 

President Hindenburg and mem- 
hers of the Government met in the 
Kelchstag, when the Minister | of 
the Interior, Baron Von Gayl, ad- 
dressed the audience, emphasising 
the need for reforming the Con- 
stitution, which was separating 
rather than uniting the nation; 
but which was still the founda- 
tion on which all must stand. 

He suggested reform of the 
electoral “system by the establish- 
ment of an Upper House, with the 
same government for Prussia: as 
for the Reich. 

After Herr Von Papen had called
